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“Weight”, said the old horseman, “will stop a freight train.” Certainly 
is meted out by the handicappers it has stopped some of the greatest race 
horses in history, causing them to go down to defeat while trying to con- 
cede a score of pounds or more to their inferiors. To-day, with tracks in 
different sections of the country competing for the “name” horses that 
have demonstrated marked ability not only to run, but also to pack the 
customers through the turnstiles, the subject is very much to the fore. 
A number of them have imposed weight “ceilings” of 130 pounds, a move 
which has induced owners, forced to show a profit by the Internal Revenue 
authorities, to ship their handicap stars all over the country so as to avoid 
their principal rivals and thus pick up big purses. Only a few tracks have 
been courageous enough to raise weights in accordance with the convic- 
tions of the handicapper, and only a few owners have been willing to run 
their top horses to meet this challenge. 

In other fields of equestrian sport horses are also classified according 
to the amount of weight actually carried, in major track hurdling and 
steeplechasing, in hunt race meetings and point-to-points, in Three Day 
events and the like. It has long been believed that a horse could more easily 
carry “live” weight (the weight of the rider) rather than “dead” weight 
(the weight of equipment including saddle and weight pads), although 
some recent experiments would indicate that this is by no means always 
the case. 

Another aspect of the subject, often given far too little consideration, 
is the weight of the horse itself. It is customary to separate hunters into 
lightweight, middleweight and heavyweight classifications, the division 
being ordinarily made in accordance with the size of the animal. Can a big 
horse necessarily carry more weight than a little one? In the hunting fields 
of England and Ireland, in the countries where the going is deep and horses 
sink to their fetlocks at every stride, the bigger horses seem to be better 
able to carry the bigger men. But in the dry country of our western plains 
the horse preferred to carry a 200 pound man and some 60 pounds of stock 
saddle, stands about 15 hands. 

We have all heard show horse owners say, “Well my horse is in high 
flesh now, so I’m showing him in middleweight classes. Later on in the 
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season, when he’s lost 50 to 75 
pounds, I'll put him in lightweight 
classes.” From a mechanical point 
of view this is, of course, ridiculous 
—a horse which is hard and fit and 
no longer carrying his own surplus 
weight should obviously be able to 
carry more weight, not less in the 
form of tack and rider. Trainers re- 
ceiving highly fitted yearlings which 
their patrons have purchased at the 
auction sales, take off this surplus 
weight with the greatest care before 
giving them any real work on the 
track. The same precautions should 
be observed by the owners of grass- 
fat hunters and ponies being got up 
for the cubbing season. 

In virtually every branch of eques- 
trian sport weight is a factor. To 
understand its importance and use 
is the mark of the finished horse- 
man.

Heartening Results 





Dear Sir: 

I am passing on to you, knowing that 
it will be of interest, the results of the 
Prix team’s efforts at Aachen, June 27- 
July 6. I feel sure that you will derive 
the same satisfaction from the excellent 
showing of our riders and horses as we 
all do here. 

First, it should be noted that riders 
from 12 nations competed in the show, 
with the classes having as many as 105 
entries each. In the face of this com- 
petition, each of our horses placed at 
least once as the team scored four wins, 
a second, a third and a fourth, witha final 
total of 24 individual ribbons. In addition, 
the team was second in the Prix des Nat- 
ions and fourth in the team relay jumping. 

Leading the ribbon winners were Ksar 
d’Esprit, ridden by Bill Steinkraus, and 
Nautical, ridden by Hugh Wiley. Each of 
these placed five times. 

Wiley rode Nautical to a three-way 
tie for first in the Puissance, ending dead- 
locked with England’s Wilf White and 
Italy’s Piero D’Inzeo. Steinkraus scored 
two wins on First Boy, capturing the 
Philips Preis over a field of 91 entries. 
In this event, Wiley was fifth on Master 
William, Frank Chapot eighth on Diamant 
and George Morris 11th on Sinjon. Stein- 
kraus’ other victory came on July 4th 
when he topped a field of 63 with First 
Boy again. And, by way of celebrating In- 
dependence Day, George Morris also wona 
class on War Bride. Chapot was sixth in 
this event with Sinbad. 

Earlier in the competition, Chapot had 
scored an impressive second with Sinbad 
in a time class with 105 entries.

*‘Form” is a word frequently used by 
votaries of the Thoroughbred sport. There 
are two basic kinds of ‘‘form’’ - the kind 
an improving horse is coming to, and the 
type any horse is expected to run to, 

The first is positive and easy to 
understand; a horse is “‘in form’’ whenhe 
is razor sharp, on edge, or hot as a 
two-dollar pistol. 

The second is much more complicated, 
involves more than a single animal in its 
considerations, and results in schisms. 

A horse is “‘running to form’’ when 
performing as expected. 

The term also may be used as ad- 
jective, i.e., the ‘‘form’’ horse is the one 
that should win the race. 

Cleavages occur when there is disa- 
greement as to which is the “form” 
horse (practically always), and when dif- 
ferent people expect different perfor- 
mances from the same horse (positively 
always). 

Two advanced students, after extensive 
researches to determine the ‘‘form”’ 
horse, do not always come up with the 
same findings. 

Sometimes, when an overwhelming ma- 
jority of students vote the same way, it 
is discovered a bit later that the one 
they elected was not the form horse after 
all. 

In such cases, rich rewards are reaped 
by non-conformist savants, women and 
children of betting age. 

Horses, no matter how well trained, 
do not understand “‘form.”’ It does not 
augur well for the intelligence ofa “*form’’ 
horse if he allows himself to be whipped 
by a 20-to-1 shot. A glance at the odds- 
board would have shown him that his 
rivals had but one chance in six to win 
among them, while he had five. 

The best trainers in the business 
have been baffled by this problem. 

In the glorious old days, some train- 
ers had ways of knowing when their ‘‘form”’ 
horses weren't going to run to ‘‘form”, 
and reaped rich rewards along with the 
women, children, etc. 

Today, this skill is lost to the pro- 
fession; conditioners are just as mystified 
as everyone else when the astonishing up- 


set occurs. Anyway, that’s what they tell 
the stewards. 


Arlington Park 


The upset of a weekend of upsets came 
in the Warren Wright Memorial Handicap 
at Arlington Park, July 12. Kerr Stable’s 
Round Table was expected to go through 
the formality of running a mile and one- 
eighth for $53,900. 

At the eighth pole, he had a lead of two 
lengths and it appeared that he would do it, 
but W. Hal Bishop’s Bernburgoo came 
*‘from nowhere”’ and won the race in a 
photo decision. The payoff was $40.80 for 
$2. 

Round Table was in sixth place during 
the early running, while Shoerullah set the 
pace, followed by Hoop Band. 

Johnny Longden drove up with Round 
Table (he was in rather close quarters at 
one point) and took the lead three-eighths 
of a mile from the wire. 

Bernburgoo was last for the first six 
furlongs, then began passing horses and 
was running like a wild thing during the 
final stages. 

Clarence Meaux was the rider. The lad 
had been scheduled to ride Round Table’s 
stablemate, *Tall Chief II, but that horse 
was withdrawn, and he took the winner. 

*‘I sure was surprised,’’ Meaux said, 
after winning. 

Owner Bishop was not so surprised. 
**When he’s right, I think he can beat 
almost any horse around,” Said W. Hal. 

Bernburgoo carried 109, four pounds 
more than the figure set by the handi- 
capper, because that’s as small as Meaux 
can get. 

Bernburgoo ran his 1958 earnings to 
$101,275. He has raced 18 times, won 5 
races, been second in 4 and third in l. 
In May, he won the Laurel Spring Turf 
Handicap. 

In 57, the son of *Bernborough-Mat- 
tar, by Burgoo King, earned $55,670, 
with 3 wins in 29 tries. 

The horse is five years old, is trained 
by Bishop, and was bred by W. L. McCue.

Racing prospects by leading sires on 
both sides of the Atlantic Ocean, out of 
stakes-winning and _ stakes- producing 
mares from North America, England, Ire- 
land and France will feature the 38th 
annual Saratoga Yearling Sales, August 
11-15, conducted since 1917 by the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, Inc., at the historic 
Saratoga Springs, N, Y., auction paddocks. 

Although the usual schedule of summer 
yearling vendues has been somewhat shuf- 
fled this season, Saratoga retains its 
traditional dates of the second week in 
August. This year 271 yearlings - 167 
colts and 104 fillies - are being cata- 
logued for the nightly 8:30 P, M. sessions 
on Monday through Friday, August 11-15, 

As usual, a sale of race horses will 
be held on Saturday morning, August 16, 

Another constant over the years has 
been and continues to be the steady quality 
of the Saratoga offerings. It is not neces- 
sary to go back to Man o’War or even 
Battlefield to illustrate this point. Poly 
Hi, who won $160,845 and half a dozen 
stakes to rank among the leading two- 
year-old fillies, cost $5,500 at Saratoga. 
The 1958 National Stallion Stakes (Colt 
Division) was won by Restless Wind, a 
$10,000 Saratoga buy. 

Horsemen have also developed a tra- 
dition of regarding ‘‘Saratoga in August” 
as a favorite period of relaxation - a re- 
spite from the eternal grind of every- 
day activities, and a chance to refresh 
old acquaintances with horse lovers drawn 
from throughout the world for the sales 
and racing provided at Saratoga Springs 
every summer, 

The town itself contirubutes generously 
to the eagerness with which horsemen an- 
ticipate their annual August interlude 
there.

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A Straight Talk 


(The following is an editorial in ‘“The 
Goochland Gazette”, written by its editor 
and publisher, Major W. M, P. Bayliss, 
who is Joint-Master of the Deep Run 
Hunt near Richmond, Va.) 

We have lived for nineteen years in 
Goochland County, less four when King 
George remembered us and we know as 
well as most people how very many good 
sportsmen there are who are friends of 
fox hunting, and who love to hear the music 
of a running pack, 

These are the majority of our citizens 
and we are happy to be able to record the 
fact, but we occasionally come across 
cases of gentlemen who deliberately kill 
all foxes whenever possible, even when 
these animals have done and can do them 
no possible harm. 

Foxes kill game. This is an argument 
which we have heard advanced but we have 
never yet had a satisfactory explanation 
of how it is that partridges were far 
more plentiful years ago when we first 
hunted in this county and at the same time 
foxes were far more plentiful as well. 

The State of Michigan has made an 
exhaustive study of foxes over a period 
of four years and their official report, 
read with some care by us, definitely 
established that foxes saved more game 
than they destroyed, 

They did this by tremendous destruction 
of rats and mice which would otherwise 
eat the eggs of the game birds and were 
about the worst enemies of the partridge. 

Another argument of the anti-fox 
hunter is quite simple and human, It is 
roughly this. Why should I let these 
stinking rich city folks ride over my 
land? True, they do little or no damage, 
but I’m a poor man and | don’t like 
them. 

We can only say to these gentlemen 
that some of them who own land in the 
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*‘anyone who works with green horses 
would practically give his right hand 
to have a copy of this fascinating 
publication.”

Three dollars - at your bookstore or 
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vicinity of the Deep Run Hunt Club may 
be poor. We do not know. But this we do 
know. They are at least ten times richer 
than they were before the Deep Run 
Hunt Club came up to Goochland for 
their land is worth at least ten times as 
much as it was. 

We sometimes wonder if all land- 
owning neighbors realize this fact and 
we also wonder whether they know that 
each and everyone of them and their 
children are welcome to come out hunting 
with the Deep Run on horse or mule or on 
foot, whenever they wish, without the 
slightest obligation to make any payment 
toward the upkeep of the pack, We think 
they miss a great deal of fun by not 
doing this and farming in mid-winter 
does give them an occasional spare morn- 
ing. 

Now let us look at fox hunting from 
the County government point of view. 
Some twelve thousand acres of this county 
are owned by members of the Deep Run 
Hunt Club, Practically all of these people 
have improved their land, built expensive 
houses and given great joy to our dis- 
tinguished County treasurer over a period 
of years by reason of the taxes which they 
pay and which amount toavery substantial 
portion of the local revenue. 

**Very well,” say our anti-fox hunters, 
we have these suckers with their money 
and time invested in Goochland. They can’t 
get out without a loss, so why not spoil 
their sport?” 

We would say this. If fox hunting is 
spoiled in Goochland our older fox hunters 
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will stay here, perhaps. But their children 
certainly will do nothing of the sort. 
They will move to other counties where 
people have the sense to do their best 
to keep a decent proportion of foxes 
and to welcome people who bring a con- 
siderable amount of wealth and employ- 
ment to the neighborhood. 

It seems strange to us that Goochland 
should be crying out for desirable in- 
dustries and at the same time a number 
of her citizens should do their best to 
injure an industry long established in 
this county.

First Annual Pebble Beach 


Three Day Event

Any way you looked at it, the First 
Annual Pebble Beach Three-Day Event, 
June 27-28-29, was an outstanding success 
from start to finish. From the standpoint 
f thrills and good sport, number of 
ectators, number of entries, or- 
anization, setting, the courses, the per- 
9rmances or the weather, it exceeded all 
.pectations. 

Ever since his trip to the Olympic 
Equestrian Games at Stockholm in 1956, 
uch an vent has been the dream of 
ichard D. Collins, owner of the Pebble 
eact tables. Vick has for many years 

onsored FEI sport in all its phases 
but this full-fledged 3-day event is his 
crowning achievement, made possible only 
through his infectious enthusiasm and 


determination, 
The Pebble Beach event featured team

competition, which is an especially at- 
tractive aspect of the sport to Dick, Four 
teams were originally entered - the West 
Hills Hunt Club team, the Rancho San 
Fernando Rey Team (USET 3-Day Center), 
the Colorado team and the California 
team. The West Hills Hunt Club team fell 
apart before it started when two of its 
members were unable to come at the last 
minute. However, the other two members 
carried on as individuals. Three other 
horses were scratched before going tothe 
**post’’, so that of the 22 programentries, 
17 actually started in dressage on the 
opening day. 


Dressage 

The dressage ring in a quiet forest 
clearing was beautifully prepared with 
excellent sandy footing and rustic boundary 
fences of pine poles with cut pine trees 
marking the letter points. The huge score 
board on wheels was placed in one corner 

f the area and scores were posted as 
rapidly as the clerk finished totalling the 
sheets. AHSA Test B-2 was used. Inasmuch 
as many of the riders were using this 
competition as a stepping stone to the 
National Trials in August, where a double 
bridle would be required in dressage, the 
same requirement was made in this test. 
A number of horses, as well as riders, 
were obviously not yet ready for this 
bridle, indicating the need for much work 
between now and the national trials. 

As may be seen from the closeness 
of the scores, the Judge, Colonel Jonathan 
R, Burton, did not find too muchdifference 
in quality among most performances. Two 
or three of the rides were quite satis- 
factory and very definitely showed en- 
couraging potential. Outstanding was the 
cadence and impulsion of WilsonDennehy’s 
Troubleshooter, an 8-year old three-

Quarter bred bay gelding from Texas, 
which finished in first place with 52 
penalty points. Patricia Galvin’s mare, 
La Habanera, an impressive looking Thor- 
oughbred cross imported from Spain, 
showed great brilliance and class, as 
vell as an exceptional amount of school- 
ing. This could have easily been the winning 
performance, but unfortunately, the mare 
was too fresh during the test and became 
out of hand frequently, ending in 9th 
place with 6 penalty points. Another per- 
formance deserving especial mention was 
that of Firebird, a bay Colorado-bred 
mare of obvious quality, ridden by Karen 
Phipps of the Colorado team. Too often 
dressage rides start out with great prom- 
ise and then gradually deteriorate, Seldom 
at this level of schooling is one treated 
to the pleasing spectacle of a horse 
vetting progressively better and better, 
as did Firebird, in fifth place with a 
score of 59 penalty points. 

At the end of the first day’s competition 
the order of the first five were as follows: 
Wilson Dennehy on Troubleshooter, (-52); 
William D, Haggard III on Bold Minstrel 
(-54); Wilson Dennehy on Mr. Norman 
N. Coates’ Volco’s Pierre (-57); Claudia 
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Frisbie on Pebble Beach Stables’ Next 
Appeal (-58); and Karen Phipps on Mr. 
Jan. Szmigiero’s Firebird (-59). Rancho 
San Fernando Rey team was in the lead, 
just 15 points ahead of the California 
team, and the Colorado team was third. 
On the morning of the second day, a 
‘dry run” of the endurance test was 
held, to indoctrinate all officials and 
check out the communications system. 


The organization was magnificent. The | 


assistance and cooperation of U. S. Army 
personnel of Fort Ord was enlisted to 
operate the communication system, serve 
as fence judges, handle automobile 
crossing area, etc. The entire course 
was liberally sprinkled with walky-talkies 
and the Army ambulance was in attend- 
ance. Mounted Pony Club members pa- 
trolled the course to keep people off the 
riders’ path and blew whistles at the 
approach of a rider to alert the fence 
judges and warn the spectators. Just 
prior to the start of the competition a 
non-competing rider was sent over the 
entire course so that the complete coord- 
ination of all officials was assured. 


Steeplechase Phase 

The first official rider, Bill Haggard 
on Northman II, was off at 1:30, and it 
is hard to imagine that anyone in the 
large crowd gathered at the start of Phase 
A did not feel a tingle of excitement as 
the timer began his countdown and the 
rider tightened the girth and adjusted 
his crash helmet, preparatory to mount- 
ing. The 1 1/2 miles of Phase A of roads 
and trials led from the Pebble Beach 
Stables through the pine woods to the 
shores of the Pacific Ocean where the 
approximately 1 1/4 mile steeplechase 
course was laid out over the famous Bird 
Rock hunter trials area. 

The footing was left completely nat- 
ural - a sand base topped with native 
grass, which was not the smooth footing 
found on the race track or polo field 
and therefore caused most riders to pro- 
ceed with a bit of caution. Only three 
horses made the maximum bonus of 20 
points in the steeplechase phase - Sky 
Chief, ridden by Sandra Phipps of Colo- 
rado, Northman II and Volco’s Pierre. 
Bold Minstrel came close with 18 points. 








The fences, 8 in number, were all solid 
pine brush, in themselves not very wide, 
but well and solidly framed out to give 
a good front. No. 4 was made into a 
liverpool, as the course at this point 
crossed a natural drainage ditch which 
bisects the entire Bird Rock course. This 
obstacle looked imposing, with the 3-foot 
water ditch yawning in front of the mas- 
sive green hedge and was viewed with a 
bit of apprehension by many, although the 
veterans did not appear concerned. As 
it turned out, two horses were eliminated 
here, but these were horses in no way 
ready for this test. 


Cross Country 


After the steeplechase, Phase C, the 
3 3/4 mile second roads and trials took 
the riders on a spectacularly scenic ride 
along the rugged coast, then into the white 
sand dunes, over some dirt roads and 
finally into the fire trails of the forest, 
to the beginning of Phase D. 

The 3 1/4 mile cross-country con- 
tained 26 obstacles, none over 3 ft. 6 in. 
in height but bringing a wide variety of 
problems to challenge the boldness and 
cleverness ofthe horse and the capabilities 
of the riders. The track of the course 
had been bulldozed from beginning to end 
so that all stumps and other unfair hazards 
were completely removed and the riders 
could not possibly lose the course. In 
fact, the excellence of the preparations 
for this event - the marking of all roads 
and trails and courses - was proven by 
the fact that not a single rider became 
lost at any time nor was anyone eliminated 
for the cutting of a flag. 

Spectators were easily able to follow 
the riders on the cross-country by car 
because automobile roads were close to 
and in sight of the entire route. In addition, 
at each jump of especial interest, a sign 
with a picture of the fence was placed 
on the road so that spectators could park 
and walk in to the obstacle. The jumps 
which were considered to be most spec- 
tacular were: Nos. 3 and 4, a combination 
of a very steep slope to the bottom of a 
gully, a 6-foot wide and probably 4-feet 
deep revetted ravine, followed by a steep 
up-slope with a solid log embankment 
placed half-way up. This jump accounted 
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for one fall and one refusal. No. 5 was a 
Trakehner placed in a natural, uneven 
run-off ditch and caused one elimination 
and one refusal. 

Nos. 9 and 10, an in-and-out stile 
across a sand road, deserves special 
description, as it was considered the hard- 
est obstacle by some of the veteranriders. 
One must first imagine a solid. post and 
rail fence lining each side of a road, with 
the fences about 8 feet apart. Then suppose 
that a section about 12 feet long were 
cut out of the center of each fence and 
moved about 2 ft. backward from the road, 
making the distance between fences at 
this point about 12 feet and creating a 
little ‘‘pass through’”’ stile. The entire 
fence sections were flagged so that the 
rider could take them at any point. The 
widest part was ano-stride in-and-out and 
no one even attempted the obstacle at 
the narrow point, although one horse, La 
Habanera, ridden by Patricia Galvin, at- 
tempted to fly the whole thing at the 
widest point. In so doing, the mare struck 
her forelegs on the second fence and al- 
though she did not go down, Miss Galvin 
was catapulted from the saddle, unfortu- 
nately resulting in having to give up the 
competition at that point due to a con- 
cussion sustained from the fall. No other 
trouble occurred here, indicating that it 
was not too difficult an obstacle with a 
horse well inhand, An interesting sidelight 
on this obstacle is that in actuality, no 
rider would have had to jump it! It was 
possible for a horse to pass through 
the center openings - in fact the demon- 
stration rider did - without jumping and 
still be within the flags. The openings 
will undoubtedly be closed next yearl 


Types of Obstacles 

Nos. 11 and 12 formed an L-shaped 
turn over post and rail fences forming a 
right angle corner, as would occur at the 
corner where two pasture fences meet - 
very similar to Nos. 3 and 4 atStockholm. 
The pine trees surrounding the obstacles 
made the planning of approach and execu- 
tion very interesting, and it was again a 
matter of having a supple horse well in 
hand, Two run-outs were recorded here, 
the horses entering and running clear

through the penalty zone of the second 
fence before they could be stopped and 
turned around, Here occurred the unfortu- 
nate elimination of Wilson Dennehy’s 
Troubleshooter, who would have otherwise 
had a clean go with the second fastest 
time over the course. Dennehy cleared 
No. ll toc close to No. 12 so that in 
turning back to No. 12, he had to try 
for an angle jump in the corner. The 
horse swerved and took him out the same 
way he came in - over No, 11 againl 
We were pleased to see this combination 
of fences beautifully executed by Miss 
Camille Stahl of the California team on 
her gray Thoroughbred mare, Miss Butch, 
whose clamness and steadiness throughout 
was remarkable. 

An interesting set of jumps, Nos. 17 
and 18, took the rider over a water trough 
at ground level on the take-off side, with 
a 3-foot drop into the stable yard. The 
stable was immediately in front of the 
horse as he landed, requiring a handy 
90 degree turn to the left, through a nar- 
row opening in a fence and out over a 
solid pine log hay rack into a dirt road. 
No one had trouble here. No. 19-20-21 
was the water splash combination - a 
jump from ground level into a shallow 
pond, out of the water over a low bank 
onto a small shelf and again up over a 
solid log embankment. The jump into the 
water caused three refusals and the un- 
fortunate elimination of Firebird, who ap- 
peared very tired at the point. She had 
hit both fences 17 and 18 very hard and 
apparently nothing could induce her to go 
on and jump into the pond, 

Fences 23 and 24, a road combination 
of drop fences, offered no difficulty - in 
fact all horses that made the water splash, 
finished the course with no further trouble. 


No Maximum Bonus 
No one made the maximum 51 bonus 
points possible on the cross-country, 





Closest to it was Bold Minstrel with 32.1 
bonus points, and of those that finished, 
second highest was Volco’s Pierre with 
27.6. No one else was over 15. Three 
received time penalties. 

A mechanical difficulty with timing de- 
vices caused the Judge to throw out the 
results of Phase E, the run-in, It appeared 
that the penalties recorded could not have 
happened if the horses had walked inl 
At the end of the endurance test, one 
more rider had to be eliminated for ex- 
ceeding the time on the cross-country. 

The large crowd surrounding the mo- 
bile scoreboard in the stableyard, the 
number of spectators at the steeplechase 
area, and the crowds congregated at the 
various cross-country obstacles, attested 
to the success and popularity of this phase 
of the event. At the end of the second day, 
there were 10 left in the competition, 


The first five eal, had changed con- 
siderably with the elimination of first place 
Troubleshooter and fifth place Firebird. 
Bill Haggard now occupied the No l 
spot with Bold Minstrel, followed by 
Volco’s Pierre, Next Appeal, Sky Chief and 
Miss Butch. Team standings had also 
changed, for the first place San Fernando 
Rey team was now out of the running com- 
pletely with the elimination of Miss Galvin, 
leaving the battle between California and 
Colorado with California some 34 points 
ahead. Both teams were now downto three 
members, which left no margin for further 
elimination on either side. 

The afternoon of the third day opened 
with a concert by the Fort Ord Band, 
which also played appropriate galloping 
music for the honor rounds at the end of 
the competition, After a parade of the 
teams, Mrs. Franklyn Downton presented 
her Holsteiner dressage mare Golden 
Arrow, which was the champion of the 
previous week’s Pebble Beach dressage 
meet. 


Stadium Jumping 

The stadium jumping course was in- 
teresting and testing with maximum 
heights of 3 ft. 6 in. and widths to 5 ft. 
with plenty of wide, solid obstacles, in- 
and-out combinations and turns and twists. 
The exciting obstacle of the course was 
a 12-foot diameter 3-foot high hexagonal 
bank, One side was left open and all 
others were blocked with pine fences 
and pine trees. The horse was required 
to jump up onto the bank, turn around 
and come down through the same opening. 
First to go was Dennehy on Volco’s 
Pierre. This strong horse would not be 
rated on his approach to the bank, landed 
on top with great momentum and fell 
through the barrier, landing him and his 
rider flat on the ground on the opposite 
side. Fortunately, neither was hurt. The 
Judge ruled that it was a fall and not 
an elimination for leaving the enclosure 
by crashing through, so the course was 
completed with 30 penalties for the fall 
and 5 1/2 time faults. After this spec- 
tacular beginning, everyone stopped 
breathing each time a horse approached 
the bank, but only one other very near 
miss occurred when the hindquarters of 
Ernie Simard’s Tiffany slipped off the 
bank for a moment as she completed her 
turn, 

Clear rounds were made by Colorado 
team members Mrs. Davis on Gypsy 
Hill, and Sandy Phipps on Sky Chief. 
Two California team members also had 
clear rounds, Claudia Frisbie on Next 
Appeal and Ernie Simard on Tiffany. In- 
cidentally, the headiest and smoothest 
negotiation of the bank, which made it 
actually look like nothing at all, was 
done by 15-year-old Claudia Frisbie. She 
brought Next Appeal to a walk in front 
of the bank, which allowed him to hop 
up with no momentum whatever, turn 
around and hop off, as neat as you please. 
Bill Haggard’s Bold Minstrel put a foot 
in the water ditch, incurring 10 faults, 





but he still held his first place position 
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comfortably. Miss Butch rolled a pole 
off one of the in-and-out combinations 
and thereby relinquished her fifth place 
to teammate Tiffany. 

Brutus, ridden by Susan Dukes of the 
Colorado team, did not make the big rustic 
oxer, Caught the second pole between his 
front legs and went down, throwing his 
rider. After what had looked like a nasty 
spill, Miss Dukes gamely elected to go 
on in order not to eliminate her team. 
However, so much time was taken in try- 


«ing to catch Brutus, that she was eliminat- 


ed on time anyway, after completing the 
course. 


Final Placings 


Thus, the California team became the 
only team to finish and with a very credi- 
table showing too - having riders in 2nd, 
Sth and 6th places. They again won the 
Governor’s Cup which was first put into 
competition between these two States at 
the National Wofford Cup Trials last 
year. They also won the Western Ameri- 
can Perpetual Trophy and of the Gold Medal 
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land - was an interested spectator. 

Comments on the event from the con- 
testants were very favorable. All agreed 
that it was a wonderful course and though 
the heights of obstacles were notas great, 
the problems presented were tougher than 
those of last year’s National Trials in 
Colorado Springs. The Judge, Colonel 
Jonathan R, Burton, a member of the U.S, 
3-Day Event 1956 Olympic Team, thought 
the course similar to that at Stockholm 
by virtue of the way it wound through 
the woods with few places to ride for time. 
On this first running of the course, the 
riders were not required to carry mini- 
mum weights, but these will undoubtedly 
be imposed in 1959, 

The dates for next year’s event have 
already been set - June 26-27-28. The 
course is being closed off and all jumps 
wired up so that no one will have access 
to it until its use in 1959, Management 
plans to require a four-month advance 
nomination for entry hereafter, together 
with certain qualifying participation in 
other 3-phase type of events, in order to 
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Trish Galvin on La Habanera, coming out of 3 & 4, Second Day.

Irish Horse Trials 
Appalling weather had a devastating 
effect on the Irish Olympic Horse Trials 
held at Lord Carew’s estate, Castletown, 
County Kildare on March 27. There were 
only eight competitors in the Open and 

twenty in the Novice one-day event. 
The course, three miles long with 38 
fences, was practically the same for 
Olympic and Hunter Trials, except that

some of the more difficult fences were 
made movable for the hunters. 

Among the judges were Captain Stig 
Holm, who had captained the Swedish Army 
Jumping Team several times at Dublin 
Horse Show, and Reitmaster Fritz Weide- 
mann, a former Chef de’Transport of the 
German jumping team. 

An interested visitor to his first horse 
trials in Ireland was Mr. Shah, the newly 
appointed Indian Charge d’Affairs. to Ire- 
land, A superb horseman, with the lightest 
of hands, he is a distinguished polo player 
and all-round sportsman. Although he has 
numerous Indian titles, he prefers to be 
called Mr. Shah. He is a Colonel who 
served with the 19th Indian Cavalry and 
commanded one of the most famous caval- 
ry units in the east, Hodson’s Horse. 
After India gained her independence he 
was appointed Military Secretary to the 
first Commander -in-Chief of the new 
Indian Army. 

One of the Dressage judges was Mr. 
Schmit- Jensen, from Denmark, who has 
written a number of books and is an 
authority on the subject.

Instruction and Rating at Sweet Briar 


An unusually wide geopraphic spread 
represented by the candidates and a good 
rate of progress owing to the fact that 
they were ready to work at a fairly ad- 
vanced level were features of the l1lth 
Annual Instruction and Rating Center for 
Riding at Sweet Briar College in June, 
according to the chairman, Miss Harriet 
H. Rogers. 

At the conclusion of a week’s work, 
10 candidates received ratings in ac- 
cordance with standards established by 
Girls’ and Woman’s Sports, of the Ameri- 
can Association for Health, Physical Ed- 
ucation, and Recreation, one of the As- 
sociations constituting the American 
Education Association. 

One member of this group, Miss Claire 
Noyes, Chatham Hall, Chatham, Va., re- 
newed her No. 1 and National Judge 
ratings; Mrs. Howard Russell, Leesburg, 
won a Local Judge rating; Miss Elizabeth 
Shannon, Clifton, Ariz., and Miss Jan 
Hayes, Atlanta, qualified for renewal of 
their No, 2 ratings; and Mrs. H, E. 
Poyster, Hot Springs, Va., and Miss 
Suzanne Styer, West Reading, Pa., raised 
their ratings from No, 3 to No. 2. 


Dressage Instruction 
Three candidates brought their own 
horses and worked with them. In her 
report at the conclusion of the Center, 
Miss Rogers pointed out that “ 





a very 
interesting feature of this Center was 
Mr. Bailey’s work with Miss Noyes and 
her horse, Little Twig. . . It was of 
considerable interest to others to see this 
work on the semi-extended trot, semi- 
collected trot, three speeds at canter, 
two-tracks, fully on the bit and flexion, 
beginning work to achieve flying change of 
leads (in the counter-gallop stage and 
change with interruption). Througho..t the 
work, the purpose other than increasing the 
rider’s knowledge and performance, was 
the overall necessity for improving the 
horse’s performance through better en- 
gagement and a more active use of the 
hind quarters, particularly in jumping.”’ 


D.G.W.S. Riding Committee 

Establishment of local Rating boards 
in areas where there are now sufficient 
judges was one of the recommendations 
made in the report. Notice of plans for 
ratings at these points should be made 
each year, to give candidates necessary 
information about ratings to be obtained 
or renewed, Arrangements for ratings in 
more areas would also make it possible 





for more candidates to appear on their 
own mounts, “‘which would make it easier 
to them to perform, and would give 
the judges considerable insight into the 
sort of work they are doing in making 
suitable horses for the intermediate and 
elementary program.” 

In addition to Miss Rogers, the staff 
for the Center included: Clayton E, Bailey, 
advisory member, Committee on Riding, 
No. 1 Rating, National Judge; Miss Patricia 
Horst, Sweet Briar, member, Committee 
on Riding, No. 1 Rating, National Judge; 
Miss Claire Noyes, Chatham, Va., re- 
tiring chairman, Committee on Riding, 
No. | Rating, National Judge; Mrs. Howard 
Russell, Leesburg, Va., member, Com- 
mittee on Riding, No. 1 Rating, attained 
Local Judge this Center. Miss Rogers, 
former chairman, and now an advisory 
member of the Committee on Riding, holds 
a No. 1 Rating and National Judge. Staff 
members serve without pay, the fees paid 
by candidates covering only their expenses 
for meals, lodging, and transportation, 


Advanced Instruction 

Plans are being made by instructors 
in this area who hold No. | Ratings and 
who are eager to move into instruction 
at an advanced level to work with Capt. 
Vladimir Littauer in September, at a 
location in Virginia to be announced later. 

While instruction at this level is sel- 
dom needed in average college work, 
for example there are occasional pupils 
who are ready for it and it is important 
for instructors to have theoretical know- 
ledge and to be able to ride and school 
a horse at this level. 

At present the Committee on Riding 
has no formulated program for ratings 
at this advanced level, but the exercises 
which compose it are often needed in 
schooling horses even when they are not 
intended to be used in advanced level work, 
Miss Rogers stated.

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Dakyu - The Polo of Ancient Japan 
Commander G. W. Kitteredge, USN 


Mencken, the Baltimore journalist and 
cynic, once said that polo is a modern 
game, scarcely a hundred years old. He 
then went on to tell how polo was ‘‘invent- 
ed” by British cavalrymen stationed in 
India.

Recently, in Japan, I came upon 
undisputable proof that polo in the broad 
sense, in the sense of two teams of horse- 
men striving to put a ball through a goal, 
has been in existance for over one thous- 
and years. Take the Japanese game of 
Dakyu for instance. Ever hear of it? 

I never had until a couple of months 
ago. A very old friend of mine, Mr. Rob- 
ert Trumbull, Tokyo Correspondent for the 
New York Times, got me an invitation to 
go through the Imperial Stables within the 
grounds of the Emperor’s Palace. Natur- 
ally, I accepted. The palace grounds con- 
sist of about two hundred and fifty acres 
right in the middle of Tokyo. The entire 
area is surrounded by a massive stone 
wall around which is a moat. Once you 
cross over the moat and enter one of the 
buttressed gates, it is like stepping back 
across the centuries into feudal Japan. 
Mr. Chuji Shibuya of the Imperial House- 
hold met us at the gate and conducted us 
through the stables. No, I didn’t see the 
famous white horse belonging to the Em- 
peror. I was told that the horse had long 
since been retired and was grazing com- 
fortably at a farm in northern Japan. 
But I did come across something which 
to me was much more interesting. After 
we had completed our tour of the stables, 
we went back to the stable manager’s 
office for some tea. There, the question 
came up as to why polo had never been 
played in Japan, especiaily since the Jap- 
anese Army before the war had had many 
cavalry regiments. 

*‘Oh, but it was,’ Mr. Shibuya explain- 
ed. ‘In fact, polo is still played in Japan 
but it is Japanese polo, We call the game 
Dakyu.” 

**Polo is played in Japan?” I asked, 
**Where?” 

“Once a year,”” he replied, ‘‘at the 
Emperor’s garden party. Each fall, the 
Emperor has a garden party at which he 
entertains the members of the diplomatic 
corps. Among the various attractions 
which are put on for the benefit of the 
guests is a game of Dakyu. Here, let me 
show you a picture of the game when it 


was being played last year on the 29th of 
October.” 

Mr. Shibuya searched around among 
the office files and came up with a photo- 
graph showing mounted riders in ancient 
court dress, galloping down a sandy field 
with a backboard at the far end. The back- 
board had a three foot hole in the middle 
of it. The riders held sticks in their right 
hands but the sticks didn’t look like polo 
mallets to me. 

**That is polo?” I asked. 

Mr. Shibuya smiled and replied, ‘‘Yes, 
polo as it has been played in Japan for 
the last thirteen or fourteen hundred 
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with only one ball, in Dakuu there are 
many. In fact, the balls are divided into 
two colors, white and red. The balls are 
scattered over the field before the game 
starts and each rider tries to scoop up a 
ball of his team’s color with his Dakyu- 
stick and carry it to the bar across the 
end of the field. When he reaches the bar, 
he attempts to throw the ball through the 
goal hole. The last ball thrown through 
the goal hole is a special ball called a 
game ball. The team wins that first throws 
all the balls of its color including the game 
ball, through the goal hole. The score 
depends upon the number of balls that have 
been thrown through the goal hole at the 
time the winning team scores with its 
game ball. 

A Dakyu field is forty to sixty meters 
long and twenty meters wide, It is sur- 
rounded by fences and at each end of the 
field there is a backboard with a goal 
hole in it. Four meters in front of the back- 
board is a bar, raised off the ground to 
prevent riders from getting too near the 
goal hole and requiring them to throw the 
ball at the hole from four meters distance. 
Mr. Shibuya showed me a Dakyu stick. It 
was about three feet long, made of bamboo, 
and at one end the bamboo was curved and 
had a little net attached to it. The curved 
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Ancient Japanese game of polo, DAKYU 
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years.” 

**Polo, you know,” he continued, ‘‘or- 
iginated somewhere in Central Asia and 
spread in both directions. It went west- 
ward to Europe through Tibet and India 
and eastward through China until it reach- 
ed Japan where it was known as Dakyu.” 

Dakyu, or Japanese polo, was played 
during the Nara and Heian periods of 
Japanese history only at annual Court 
functions much in the same way that it 
still exists today. But after the Kamakura 
period, it became a sport which was used 
to train warriors to enhance their riding 
ability. Then, following the Tokugawa per- 
iod it became ever more popular up to the 
beginning of the Meiji era and was an at- 
traction at many of the shows sponsored 
by the feudal lords. 

As in western polo, Dakyu is a contest 
between two separate teams. But here 
the similarity ends. The teams in Dakyu 
are composed of four to ten players on 
each side. And instead of playing the game 


portion with the net looked like a miniature 
Lacross stick. Dakyu balls are smaller and 
lighter than regula.ion polo balls. In ad- 
dition to being colored red and white 
respectively for the two teams, they are 
about two inches in diameter and weigh 
only 20 grams. The winning ball, or game- 
ball, for the red team is a red bali with 
a white cross on it and the game-ball for 
the white team is a white ball witha black 
cross on it. The beating ofa gong signifies 
both the beginning and the ending of the 
contest. 

So much for the game oi Dakyu, the polo 
of ancient Japan. Is there anyone else who 
denies the antiquity of polo?

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into an international game, with match 
series against Great Britain (1886-1939), 
against Argentina (1928-1936), and against 
Mexico (1941-1946). World War Il, the 
depreciation of the dollar, and the activi- 
ties of the Department of Internal Revenue 
pretty much destroyed the leisure class 
in this country and it looked for a while 
as though polo would never survive the 
blow. It is hard to keep a good game 
down, however, and polo has re-establish- 
ed itself, chiefly on the grass roots level. 
At the present time it is largely a local 
game, often played at night and indoors 
and drawing its support from local aud- 
iences. As interest has increased in the 
last ten years, however, so has the number 
of daylight matches on regulation outdoor 
fields. | Geographically speaking, the 
spread of polo was never wider in this 
country than at the present time. Bearing 
this in mind the officers of the United 
States Polo Association are now pro- 
ceeding to hold its four national tourna- 
ments in different sections of the country. 
The 1958 Year Book is an excellent sta- 
tistical presentation of the present state 
of polo and of its history in 1957. 

We can still muster as many high 
goal polo players as any country in the 
world. Certainly there is no reason why 
we should not again put polo on an inter- 
national basis so that it can capture the 
imagination of the whole country, as it did 
in the 1920's, A. M-S.

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The European Championship, an in- 
dividual competition, was decided on the 
results of four separate classes. In this, 
Steinkraus rode Ksar d’Esprit while Wiley 
was on Nautical. In the four events, the 
final one calling for two rounds from each 
rider, Steinkraus placed third, seventh 
three times and eighth. Wiley had a first, 
a fourth, an eighth and a 15th. In the final 
standings for the title, Steinkraus was 
fifth and Wiley sixth. The title went to 
Germany’s Fritz Thiedemann, with Piero 
D’Inzeo of Italy second and Hans Winkler 
of Germany third. 

One of the biggest upsets of the show 
came in the Prix des Nations class when, 
at the end of the first round, the favorite, 
Germany, was tied for first with our team 
and the Spaniards. In the ensuing jump- 
off, Spain won with a total of eight faults. 
The U. S. E. T. was second with 16 
as Steinkraus went cleanon Ksard’Esprit, 
Morris and Wiley had four each with Night 
Owl and Nautical, and Chapot had eight 
with Diamant. The Germans finished third 
with 28 points. Other nations competing 
in the event included England, Italy, Chile, 
U. S. S. R., Belgium, Holland, Sweden, 
Denmark, and Austria. 

Certainly the above results are heart- 
ening in the extreme. They should, I be- 
lieve, serve to strengthen our resolve 


to obtain the maximum support for the 
team. 

The team, I think we will all agree, 
is doing its part ~- and doing it well. It 
remains only for us now to act vigorously 
to obtain the financial support which is so 
vital to our continued success. Some 
funds have already come in but unless each 
of us personally gives time, thought and 
energy we will not succeed in raising the 
amount desired.

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DRESSAGE HORSES AT SUNNY FIELD 

(Editor’s Note: - The following appears 
in the June issue of the German horse 
monthly ‘‘Die Peitsche’’, and was written 
by the editor, Max Boden, who visited 
this country in April.) 

At Mrs. Allen McIntosh’s Sunnyfield 
Farm, Bedford, New York, I met old 
acquaintances: Scipio, Malteser, Am- 
bassador, Goldlack and Instergruss. Iwas 
surprised by Scipio. He looked more 
round and sleek than ever before and is 
ridden by the eighteen-year-old Miss 
Karen McIntosh with considerable effect. 
Judging by his present condition one must 
assume that he will have almost certain 
success when he is shown in Europe 
next year, All the more so for Mr. Watjen 
has only had him for six months and he 
is responding beautifully to his school- 
ing. 

Malteser also appears more supple, 
with his back, formerly tense, becoming 
more eiastic, Ambassador, like Annette 
the property of Mrs. Howard P., Serrell 
of Greenwich, Connecticut is by the same 
sire Anblick XX, their resemblance having 
been instantly noticed by a horsewoman 
who was without previous knowledge of 
the relationship. He promises to become 
a noteworthy horse. Goldlack with his 
pleasant manner, is the darling of Mrs. 
Serrell. He has learnt much. He reminds 
one of Perkunos (Miss Weygand) in his 
confidence and in his desire to do what 
is asked of him. 

Richard Waetjen therefore, has a lot 
of promising horses at his disposal, and 
in Mrs. Serrell (Annette, Goldlack) with 
her elegant figure for riding and her 
model seat, and in Miss McIntosh, who 
is already riding Scipio with pronounced 
skill, he has to gifted riders. In future 
the USA will be represented in dressage 
by riders of a considerably higher standard 
than has been the case to date.

THE SWIFT RUNNER, RACING SPEED 
THROUGH THE AGES INCLUDING 
STANDARD OF POINTS OF ITS FOUND- 
ATION BREED, THE MARATHON RUN- 
NER, BY LADY WENTWORTH, LONDON, 
ALLEN AND UNWIN, LTD, 1957, DIS- 
TRIBUTED IN THE U.S. BY MacMILLAN, 
pp. 146, illus., $10.00. 

It is always refreshing to review a 
book by Lady Wentworth. The style is 
original and racey, the material is both 
learned and controversial, the illus- 
trations are superb, Lady Wentworth in- 
variably has a thesis to prove and con- 
victions to back it up. She can always 
marshall impressive evidence and, if 
more is needed, she can manufacture it. 
Always she speaks with the vast and 
personal knowledge of a great horse- 
woman and a livestock breeder of genius. 

The latter two-thirds of this book are 
devoted to the Standard of Arabian Type 
and Points. There is a slip inserted inthe 
book which bears the following notice: — 
**Part of the Type and Standard, by court- 
esy of Lady Wentworth, has been adopted 
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by unanimous consent of the Council of the 
Arab Horse Society, confirmed by their 
legal representatives, as a permanent 
record of true Arabian points and con- 
formation. It is based on the traditions of 
Arabia, collected by Wilfrid and Lady 
Anne Blunt from the tribes themselves, 
from records of oriental writers, and 
from many years of breeding experience 
in England and the East. The Arab horse 
being an original breed, not subject to 
arbitrary alterations of passing fashion,,. 
has been unchanged in type for several 
thousand years.”’ The standard in question 
is set forth in the text, innumerous draw- 
ings by Lady Wentworth and many photo- 
graphs. 


In the preceding pages Lady Went- 
worth has some positive and entertain- 
ing comments on such varied subjects as 
the Jersey Act (p. 30); the record of 
Crabbet‘‘horses in long distance races 
(p. 37); two-year-oid racing (p. 41); and 
high stud fees (p.42). She is in favor of 
bigger Arabs with more sloping shoulders 
and sharper withers. 

In order to improve the present British 
Thoroughbred she makes the following 
suggestions: - ‘‘(1) Feed our brood mares 
and young stock at all costs. (2) Go easy 
with our two-year-olds. (3) Give less 
importance to ‘‘paper’’ breeding and more 
attention to conformation, (4) Stop the 
(stallion) syndicate sequestration system, 


(5) Adopt the American stallion owners’ © 


‘living foal’’ clause, at anyrate for proved 
brood mares, instead of insisting on ‘‘the 
pound of flesh’ system exacted here re- 
gardless of whether failure to breed is the 
fault of the stallion management or not. 
It would stimulate indifferent owners or 
careless stud grooms to take more trouble 
with mares in their charge and encourage 
small owners who cannot afford the loss 
of a 300 to 400 guinea fee for nothing. The 
record of proved brood mares and the 
testing of others should prevent any danger 
of the mare being at fault.” (A.M-S.) 


LINDBERG MUTUEL 

Maybe sheer gall or perhaps great 
self confidence, depending on how you look 
at it, helped Charles A. Lindberg achieve 
his remarkable and historic feat ~f flying 
solo across the Atlantic in a machine 
we wouldn’t even fly across the Hudson 
River these days. It was not always thus 
for Mr. Lindberg though. 

During the flyer’s youth, he applied 
to Shaun Gilmartin, mutuels manager at 
Fairmont Part in St. Louis, for a job. 
Mr. Gilmartin asked Mr. Lindberg what 
the young man could do, The reply was that 
he could do anything anybody in the depart- 
ment could do, only he could do it better. 
That was a little too much for Mr, Gil- 
martin. He turned Mr. Lindberg down. 
Funny thing is, however, the flier’s future 
achievements showed he was probably 
right.

Favorite players applauded Arcadia 
Stable’s Caste’s facile triumph, his fourth 
in six starts this year, over Randolph D. 
Rouse’s Curley Joe, which was coupled 
in the wagering with the winner as the 
trainer D, Michael Smithwick entry, on 
July 8. 

F, Eugene Dixon Jr.’s Lucky Trine; 
under a hustling ride by James Hobales, 
took a long lead in attempting to steal 
the about one mile and three quarters 
hurdle event, but was collared by the 10- 
year-old *Sir Gallahad III gelding at the 
head of the stretch and was displaced 
by Curley Joe in the final yards for the | 
runner-up placing. 

Caste, capably ridden by A, Patrick 
Smithwick, winner of the inaugural hurdle 
event, returned $3.20, $3.40 and $2.80 
as did entrymate Curley Joe. Lucky Trine 
was $5.20 for show. Caste required 3:20 
for the ten hurdle course under his high 
impost of 148 pounds. 

Lucky Trine burst into the lead from 
his outside post position in the field 
of eight veteran infield performers and 
had assumed a 10-length advantage before 
a quarter of a mile had been run. Mrs. 
John Denny’s Galatian, Talbot J. Albert’s 
Clean Home, Curley Joe and William C, 
Duryea’s Breakers Ahead were prominent 
early among the second flight. 

Smithwick allowed Caste his head with 
three furlongs remaining and randownthe 
pacesetter with ease. Caste’s margin over 
Curley Joe was six lengths while the 
latter was two lengths and a half in 
advance of the tiring Lucky Trine. 





Greek Syndicate Purse 

Three - year-olds provided thrilling 
sport in Thursday’s Greek Syndicate 
Purse. Responding smartly to John Cot- 
ter Jr.’s lashing in the final yards of the 
about one mile and one-half hurdle event, 
Sanford Stud Farms’ Dartmoor repulsed 
the on-the-outside challenge of C, Mahlon 
Kline’s Ragtime Cowboy to win by a nose 
in time of 2:41 4/5. 

Dartmoor’s triumph was particularly 
satisfying to those in the crowd which 
back the Sanford Stud entry (the other 
half was Amateur) to 11-10 favorite. 
Dartmoor, a bay colt by *Marchons II 
from Visage by Bleu d’or, scored his 
second consecutive hurdle victory, having 
placed in his initial try over the “‘jumps”’ 
at Delaware Park.

In connection with the 3-Day Event 
concluding the three week course con- 
ducted for the Green Mountain Horse 
Association by a staff headed by H., 
Stewart Treviranus, Technical Advisor 
for Combined Training to the U. S, 
Equestrian Team, it has been announced 
that there will be both a novice and an 
open division, On the first day the novice 
division will use the A-1 Dressage Test 
and the open division the B-2 Test. Double, 
pelham or snaffle (with or without drop 
noseband) bridles may be used at the option 
of the contestant. On the second day novice 
riders will cover a roads and trails phase 
of 6 miles and a cross country phase of 
2 1/4 miles at the rate of 262 yards per 
minute or approximately 9 miles per 
hour, The test for the open division will 
include a roads and trails phase of 2 
miles; a steeplechase phase of 11/4 miles 
at 600 yards per minute or 22 miles per 
hour; a roads and trails phase of 4 
miles; and a cross country phase of 2 1/4 
miles at 492 yards per minute or 17 
miles per hour. Stadium jumping will 
take place on the third day with no ob- 
stacles over 4 feet. The dates are July 
25th, 26th and 27th.

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Grey Flight Had Three Stakes Winners 
In One Year 
Frank Talmadge Phelps 


If a breeder owns a stakes-producing 
brood mare, he is justifiably proud of 
her. If she has foaled two stakes winners, 
she joins a select group of elite matrons. 
And if two of her offspring happen to win 
stakes during the same season, she gains 
membership in an exclusive club which 

* admits only about a dozen and a half such 
‘blue hens”’ a year. 

What superlative, then, may we proper- 
ly apply to a mare who has had five foals 
to race, all winners, four of them stakes 
victors, and three of them included in 
the added-money ranks of 1957, with 
total earnings of $626,018 by her offspring 
to the end of that year? 

Such is the impressive record of 
Wheatley Stable’s mighty matron Grey 
Flight, who ranked as one of the better 
race fillies of her generation during her 
own active days. 

Only her first foal, Shamrock, has 
failed to gain stakes honors. Since then 
she has sent forth in succession the 
added-money stars Full Flight, Misty 
Morn, Gray Phantom and Misty Flight. 
All but the now retired Misty Morngained 
stakes honors. 

How rare it is for one producer to 
have three stakes representatives in the 
same year is reflected by the fact that 
this had not happened since 1951. That 
season Mereworth Farm’s *Alpenstock III 
had out Sturdy One, Ruhe and Alladier, 
whose performances gained for their dam 
the Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders’ As- 
sociation award as ‘‘Brood Mare of the 
Year.” 

Bred in Kentucky by J. Tommie Tay- 
lor, Grey Flight was foaled April 3, 1945. 

She is a daughter of the English Derby 
winner and leading American sire of 1946, 
*Mahmoud, out of the 1936 Jeanne d’Arc 
Stakes victor Planetoid. The latter’s 
daughter Just-a-Minute, taken to Cali- 
fornia, also made a remarkable producer, 
being the dam of the classy Patch, Three- 
some and On the Move. Planetoid was a 
full sister to Chicuelo; and a half sister 
to the unbeaten juvenile champion El 
Chico, and to the Autumn Day Stakes 
heroine Miyako, grandam of the only once- 
beaten Native Dancer. 

Consigned as a yearling to the Saratoga 
Sales, Grey Flight brought $35,000, top 
filly price of the auction. Ogden Phipps 
was listed as the buyer; but she raced 
for Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps’ Wheatley 
Stable under the training of the skilled 
veteran ‘‘Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons. 

At two the grey filly was never un- 
placed in 14 starts to collect $38,325. She 
won the Autumn Day Stakes and five 
other races; placed in the Astarita and 
Frizette, and one other event; and showed 
in the Rosedale, Fashion, Astoria and 
Spinaway, and one more contest. On the 
Experimental Free Handicap she was 


rated at 114 pounds, fourth among the 
fillies below Bewitch (121), Bellesoeur 
and Whirl Some (both 117), 

Not so consistent or classy at three, 
Grey Flight nonetheless added $30,665 
to her bank balance with six more tri- 
umphs, the same number of seconds and 
a third in 21 appearances. Her best 
stakes efforts were fourths inthe Jamaica 
Handicap and Test Stakes. She was tried 
and found wanting against the males 
several times that season, notably in the 
Jamaica, Oceanport, Select and Fall High- 
weight Handicaps. 

That brought her record in two active 
campaigns to 12 victories, nine places, 
six shows and eight times unplaced in 
35 trips postward, for a total income of 
$68,325. 

She was then retired to take up brood- 
mare duties at A. B, Hancock’s Claiborne 
Farm, Paris, Ky., where Mrs. Phipps 
boards her Wheatley breeding stock. 

On April 6, 1950, Grey Flight dropped 
her first foal, a Bold Irishman colt first 
listed as a chestnut but registered as 
a red roan and named Shamrock, Though 
not of stakes class, he proved a con- 
sistent winner over five active seasons, 
with nine victories, 35 other placings 
and $47,140 to his credit. 

Her next offspring, the bay *Ambiorix 
colt (later gelded) Full Flight, was foaled 
May 8, 1951. Placed in stakes at two, 
he captured the Leonard Richards Stakes, 
Saranac and Ponce de Leon Handicaps 
during the next two seasons. In March, 
1956, he was sold privately to J. L. 
Younghusband’s Valley View Farm, for 
which Full Flight took last year’s A, B. 
Letellier Memorial. To the end of 1957 
he had accounted for a total of 11 tri- 
umphs, 31 other placings and $169,380. 

The mare’s third foal, the bay * Prince- 
quillo filly Misty Morn, arrived May 21, 
1952, Only an ordinary winner at two, she 
became the best three-year-old miss of 
her season with victories in the Providence 
Stakes, Molly Pitcher, Diana and Gallant 
Fox she set a new 1 5/8-mile Jamaica 
record of 2:42 2/5 over a “‘good”’ track, 
Unplaced at four, she was retired to 
Claiborne with 11 triumphs, 13 other plac- 
ings and a total of $212,575, In 1957 
she was bred to Double Jay. 
cover. 

Grey Flight’s fourth offspring in as 
many seasons, Full Flight’s gray full 
brother Gray Phantom, was foaled May 9, 
1953. An ordinary winner at two and 
placed in stakes at three, he broke through 
the stakes barrier last season with vic- 
tories in the Robert E, Lee, Ponce de 
Leon, Coral Gables and Christmas Handi- 
caps, all at Tropical Park, That brought 
his record at the end of the year toa 
total of 12 triumphs, 15 other placings 
and $109,875. 
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She was bred to Menow in 1953, but no 
foal resulted. 

Her latest offspring of racing age was 
Misty Morn’s full brother Misty Flight, 
an arrival of April 22, 1955. He won 
last season’s Remsen Stakes, ran second 
in the Belmont Futurity and Champagne 
Stakes, gained five other placings and 
$87,048. 

Grey Flight was bred to Menow’s son 
Tom Fool in 1955, but again no foal 
resulted from the mating with this sire 
line. 

She has a bay 1958 yearling full 
brother to Misty Morn and Misty Flight. 

The Wheatley matron was one of the 
mares included in what was to have been 
the first American book of *Tulyar; but, 
after illness forced that stallion out of 
service for the 1957 season, she was 
bred instead to *Nasrullah.
